Bernstein is a member
of the Reiohftag. It was in the Job-
by of the Reichstag that he diseussed
the proposed extraordinary military
proparations Germany is making. He
is the ehief of the progressive and
liberal movement in his party, which
ineludes the brainiest men and fore-
wost thinkers smong the socinlisis,

“It is true that the proposed one
time property emergency tax will not
touch the masses,” =aid Bernstein,
“hut we are agaiost it none the less—
agninst it in principle and in fact—
ngainst the entire military system.”

“It has often boen said both here
and in the United States that soeial-
iste  lack patriotism, Would you
lenve Germany defenseless?” was
asked. “No, the socialists would pot
leave the Fatherland defenseless,” re-
plied Bernstein, “We are against
the military system ns it exists, We
are against it beenuse it is o ‘semi-
fendal’ system, a military system in
which the common man, the man of
people, has little chance to rise, in
facl, none at all.

“In  France, as Napoleon said,
‘every soldier has the marshal's baton
in his knapsack.' In theory, at least,
a soldier in the French arpy may
rise to the highest rank. How i
works out practieally, [ do not know.
In our ‘semi-fendal’ system, this
theory even does not exist. We
stand for a system of national de-
fense in which the people have a part
in the organisation and in the re-
sponsibility—something in the na-
tnre of a militia or eitizens army,
but we are against war.”
